The  following  is  an  outline  of  a course  of  reading 
for  those  who  desire  to  understand  the  social  duty 
of  the  Church,  and  seek  to  promote  the  redemption 
of  society. 

The  social  question— the  question  how  men  shall 
live  together  in  right  relations  and  share  in  the 
blessings  of  life  on  just  principles — is  up  for  hearing, 
and  Christian  men  must  consider  this  question  and 
must  aid  in  its  solution. 

The  program  of  the  kingdom  contemplates  not 
alone  the  saving  of  the  person,  but  the  salvation  of 
society;  in  fact,  these  two  ends  are  so  intimately 
related  that  one  cannot  be  realized  without  the  other. 

If  the  Church  of  to-day  is  to  demonstrate  the 
Power  of  the  Gospel  to  save  society,  its  ministers 
and  members  must  have  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  the  work  to  be  done  and  of  the  way  to  do  it.
